New Seismic Method i3 
Boon to Oil Search 


A charge of dynamite, set off in 
the bleak region near the South 
Pole during the Byrd Expedition of 
the early ’30s, set off a train of 
events which today gave promise 
of making thes earch for oil in Jones 
County quicker and cheaper. 
The explosion aas set off during 
the Byrd Antarctic Expedition of 
1933-1935 by Dr. Thomas C. Poulter, 
second in command and scientific 
advisor of the expedition, as part of 
some seismic measurement experi­ 
ments. 
On Thursday, November 4, at Es- 
sar Ranch near San Antonio, the 
new way of making seismic tests for 
oil was unveiled. 
Light charges in the explosive pat­ 
tern were set up on stakes above vile 
ground, spread around the area to 
be tested, and all were exploded to­ 
gether. 
The new method contrasts with 
the present system of firing a single, 
large charge in a hole of consider­ 
able depth. 
Seismic recording 
equipment is 
identical with that now generally in 
use is employed by the new method. 
Tests have shown that the above- 
j ground method reduces danger of 
damaging nearby structures of con­ 
crete or other solid material. 
It 
also eliminates the dangers of fall­ 
ing stones.

O fficer said that if every case of

physician and definitely diagnosed, 
thousands 
of 
susceptible 
persons 
would lie protected from these dis­ 
abling diseases. 


"T he theory th a t it is a good thing 
for children to have these catching 
childhood diseases and get them 
over with, has long since been prov­ 
en an error w hich may actually e n ­ 
danger a child’s life,” Dr. Cox claim ­ 
ed. 
"The longer he can avoid h a v ­ 
ing these diseases, the better it is 
for him . Every child should be p ro ­ 
tected by im m unization aganst. all 
diseases where an im m unity can be 
established.” 


Prom pt diagnosis, isolation 
and 
good m edical care give th e p atien t 
th e best chance fo r a satisfactory 
recovery w ithout th e serious com ­ 
plications th a t som etim es accom ­ 
pany even th e m ilder form s of com ­ 
m unicable diseases. 
Dr. Cox em ­ 
phasized th a t obeying th e public 
h ealth laws regarding isolation and 
quarantine protects n o t only the p a - j 
tien t b u t helps to prevent th e spread 
of the disease to other persons. 
"Teh S tate H ealth D epartm ent,” 
Dr. Cox said, "does everything w ith ­ 
in its power to protect the health of 
th e people of Texas, but th e coop­ 
eration of every individual In pro­ 
tecting his orxn h ea lth and th a t of 
his com m unity will do m ore th a n 
an y th in g else to successfully check 
th e spread of com m unicable diseases 
am ong our people.”

} low Sleep I lie Dead ? 


Mi ii were falling on tho field of baith 
in Flanders on that autumn 
night 
more 
than 30 Years ago, 
I hoy vs ore tailing an. d 
th o r<>ar of guns, the screaming of shells 
and tho rattle of rifles. 
They were tailing 
with lindies broken and torn by shrapnel, 
and with lungs seared 
by death-dealing 
gas. 
And amid the noise and rain of death 
and the groans of tho wounded there came 
back to the world a poem penned by a 
Ii a n d that soon was lo he stilled in death. 
horn from a heart that soon would 
no more in the body that now lies shat- 
I n d beneath a white cross. 
The linos of that poem are etched 
deeply into the hearts of Americans as we 
oJisewe tho anniversary of the Armistice 
of I Pl8. 
Those lines are more deathless 
th a n tho hand that gave them to th e world, 
and they are more perm anent than tho 
generation for which they w ere intended. 
They will be read and loved bv millions 
long a fte r time erases the crude cross that 
I onors the memory of John McCrae va ho 
now s lo o p s beneath the crimson poppies. 
“ We art* the dead— short days ago we 
lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow,” he 
wrote. 
And those words stir within our 
hearts today like a message from beyond 
the grave. 
“If ye break faith with us who die we 
shall not sleep,” the ethereal refrain con­ 
tinued, and then McCrae foil to join his 
comrades beneath the poppied sod. 
And now, more than 30 years after 
the gentle heart of John McCrae pumped 
out his life blood on the gory fields of bat­ 
tle, and after another generation has had 
its own baptism of blood and fire, how' do 
they sleep? 
Have we broken faith with the ones 
who laid so willingly the supreme sacrifice 
upon Liberty’s alter? 
Have we held high 
the torch they threw* to us from failing 
hands? 
The guns of Armageddon were not 
silenced on that November l l , 1918. 
They 
merely paused in their deep-throated roar 
for fresh breath that they might resume 
their task of destruction 21 
years 
later. 
And eVen today, the echoes of those guns 
is reverberating with chilling din across 
the field where poppies grow. 
How can they sleep when the lesson 
they died to give has been so soon forgot? 
How ran they rest when men who govern 
nations, and who have within Their hands 
the power of lift* and death seem so willing 
to stain the face of tin* earth again with 
the spilled blood of their fellowmen? 
We in America abhor war. 
We in 
America love the ways of peace and it is 
hard for us to understand the psychology 


of those who are so careless with the lives 
of young men. 
And now as we face the anniversary 
of the Armistice, we In America are carry­ 
ing a grave load of responsibility to man­ 
kind— a load far greater than has ever 
before been borne. 
We face the task of 
rehabilitating the world which is stagger­ 
ing from two great wars within the span of 
a single generation. 
W e face the burden 
of prevailing upon men everywhere tomcat 
their swords into plowshares 
and 
their 
spears into pruning hooks. 
Our task is to 
lift high before the eyes of a war-wearied 
world tim torch once held by the hands of 
the war dead. 
We must lilt that flaming beacon o 
Liberty so that its cheering rays may il- 
lurniin once again the dark recesses of the 
( art Ii i ow blat keel out by the shadows of 
I. tpotism and tyrrany and barbarism. 
It 
is our privilege to bring the sweet rest of 
peace to the mouldering bodies in Flanders 
v ’aves. and to keep silenced the thunder­ 
ing guns that the sleep of these* hallowed 
dead be net disturbed again. 
But this we cannot do if we do not 
keep faith. 
We will have failed our honor­ 
ed dead if we do not drive, first from our 
own hearts and then from the shores of 
our land, those subversive doctrines that 
seek to tarnish the ideals*of democracy. 
We cannot answer the 
faint 
plea 
that 
comes to us across the swaying poppies it 
we fail to keep Liberty’s light burning 
brightly.
